SPEECHES AGAINST PACT 


Southern Senators Oppose It 


on Different Grounds— 


The Debates. 


Washington, March 19.—The sen- 


ate today entered upon what is to be 
the end of consideration of the Cu- 
ban treaty and probably the last day 
of the extra session, 
which begun 


March 5. 
Agreement was reached 


last evening that a vote should be 
taken on the treaty at 3 o'clock this 
afternoon. 


The first vote of the senate in con- 


nection with the Cuban treaty was 
taken on the committee amendment 
providing against any further reduc- 
tion on sugar for five years. 
The 


amendment was adopted. 


All the 
committee amendments 


were adopted, including the Burton 
amendment for flour, corn and corn 
meal, but the last named was com- 
promised so as to place these articles 
in the 30 per cent. list. There was 
but one roll call and on that the re- 
sult was announced to be 44 to 22. 


FEW WERE PRESENT. 


There were but few senators 
in 


their seats when the senate met to- 
day. A resolution was agreed to au- 
thorizing the committee on territo- 
ries to sit during the recess to con- 
sider proposed bills relating to tha 
District of Alaska and to meet at 
such time and place or places as the 
chairman may designate. 


Mr. Morgan introduced a resolu- 


tion which recites that it is the duty 
of the United States to take action 


Senator Newlands took the floor. His 
speech was notable not only because 
it was his maiden speech in the sea- 
ate, but because he appeared as an 
open advocate of the annexation of 
Cuba to the United States and also 
as an opponent of the treaty. As a 
part of his address on the point of 
annexation he presented -the follow- 
ing amendment: 


"The republic of the United Stater, 


recognizing the intimate relationship 
between the republic of Cuba and it- 
self, and being desirous of still fur- 
ther promoting freedom of trade and 
commercial union, of strengthening 
the bonds of amity and friendship 
between the people of1 the two coun- 
tries, cordially Invites the republic 
of Cuba to become a state of the union 
under the constitution and laws of 
the United States."

Laurence G. Baldwin, a Fort 


Wayne boy who is now engaged in 
an army pack train delivering sup- 
plies to the troops in the Philip- 
pines, has written to his father, L. 
J. Baldwin, a very interesting letter 
dealing with life in that sphere of 
employment, as well 
as some de- 


scription of the country and its peo- 
ple. The letter is dated at 
Can>p 


Vickers* Island of Mindanao, and is 
in part as follows: 


"Dear Father.—I have embraced 


the present opportunity to answer 
your many letters. 
I am not very 


well so the packmaster 
left me in 


camp this trip, hence this long de- 
layed letter. I am now -working in 
a pack train, delivering supplies tj 
the troops, which is rather arduous 
and somewhat perilous, but the com- 
pensation is very generous and there 
is no want of adventure, so you see 
the thins suits me to a 'T.' 


"We have a nice place here for a 


camp, about thirty-five hundred fe<i; 
above sea 
level, twenty-three 
or 


twenty-four miles from 
the 
coast, 


but you can see th» sea stretching 
away in a blue line to the horizon. 


"It is a nice grassy place here, the 


grass from twelve inches to twelve 
feet high, and there are mountains 
all around covered with 
dense for- 


ests of very fine timber and a large 
lake on the north of- us, said to b« 
the next largest lake on the island. 


"The lake country is very fertile, 


but there is very little done In the 
way of cultivation as a Moro doee 
not care to work much. They raise 
a little rice and catch -fish in 
the 


lakes and are satisfied. I must say 
that they are the dirtiest, filthiest 
human beings that I ever came in 
contact with. 


"The Moros are great, powerful 


fellows, .but lazy. 
Their only ambi- 


tion is to have a dozen wives, and 
the women are dirtier, if such a 
thing is possible, than 
the men.

way! I long for the time to be a 
man of peace. Well, I am like the 
man with the balloon, "out of gas," 
and will have to close for this time. 
Pass my letter around to the rest, as 
I seldom get time to write. My love 
to all, and good-bye for the present.
